T hese ex p erim en ts w ere perform ed 
on dogs, with the idea of developing 
m ethods and technique which can now 
he successfully applied to hum an su b ­ 
jects. 
“In several recent instances,” Dr. 
Carrel 
said, “ I 
have succeeded in 
clam ping en m asse the neck or pedicle 
of the heart, th u s shutting off the cir­ 
culation of th e blood for a period of 
two or th ree m inutes and giving < p 
portunity for a rapid operation on the 
aorto and pulm onary valves. 
“ After the operation was com pleted 
and the clam ps rem oved the heart re­ 
sum ed its pulsation and after a very 
short tim e th e pulsations becam e re g ­ 
ular. 
An interruption of circulation 
for a m uch longer period is u ndoubt­ 
edly possible, so that operations of a 
m ore com plicated nature could be per­ 
form ed.”
